BERLIN, July IS.—The German gov- 


ernment has taken u prompt and firm 
otand in regard to the seizure of tho 
mails of the North'Gorman Lloyd steam- 
or Prinz Hxsinrieh, hnving entered a pro- 
test against the carrying off of the mails, 
and asking for a disavowal of the Smol- 
ensk's action and the return of the cap- 
tured mail sacks. 


Tho German government, the foreign 


office says, recognizes the right to search 
mails when on board tho vessel itself, 
but claims the Smolensk had no ri<djt to 
take off mails in bulk from tho vessel. 
The further argument is'advanced that 
the right of search can only bo cxcrcis- 
ol by A warship, whereas the Smolensk 
traversed the Dardanelles only recently 
flying the Russian commercial flag, not 
assuming the character of a warship. 
The German government has not taken 
a positive stand on this last point, but 
leaves the question for future discussion 
and settlement. No answer has- yet 
been received from Russia.

Several of the Racine but- 
chers havo made arrangements to pur- 
chase beef on the hoof from the ranches 
of Dakota and Montana. 


If the beef purchased in this way is 


not sufficient to supply the needs of tho 
city, the butchers havo been promised 
the sale of as many cattle as they may 
need from tho ranch of n gentleman in 
Canada. This man is a relative of the 
manager of one of the boat lines, which 
enters Racine, and perfect

tion facilities will be provided to bring 
the beef to this city. The cattle are to 
bo shipped to Duluth, Superior or Ash- 
land by rail, and brought from there by 
boat.

KINGSBRIDGE, Devonshire, July 18. 


—The inquest today on tho body of F. 
Kent Loomis, which was found Saturday 
morning at Warren Point about 15 miles 
from Plymouth, threw the picturesque 
little Devonshire village of Thurlstone, 
on the shores of Big Bury bay into a 
state- of unwonted excitement. 
The 


court, over which the county coroner, 
Dr. Sidney Hacker presided, was some- 
what late in assembling, in. consequenco 
of the delay in carrying out the official 
examination of remains. This was con- 
ducted by two local doctors, whose testi- 
mony ..was to the effect that there was a 
contused wound below. and behind tho 
right car, indicated by the extravasta- 
tion of the blood of the scalp and a.'rup- 
ture of the covering of the brain. There 
was also a general bruise7 involving the 
scalp and the integument of the brain 
on tho left side above, the car. Both in- 
juries, in the doctor'8 opinion, were caus- 
ed before death.

After tho jury had viewed the body 


the first witness, Thomas Snowdon, a 
laborer, who discovered the remains in 
the breakers, testified to the recovery 
of the corpse, as cabled to the Associated 
Press Saturday.

F. Kent Loomis and he was found dead 
in Big Bury bay, there being no evidence 
to show how he met his death.

Maximum Official Temperature of 98

Seek Breezes Along the 


Lake Shore. 


•Racine's 35,000 people suffered in tho 


sweltering heat of Saturday and yester- 
day. From 4 o'clock Saturday 
after- 


noon until long after noonday Sunday 
the thermometers hovered around the 
century mark in the shade, although the 
official government forecaster at Station 
A., states that the maximum tempera- 
ture reached at that point during th'q 
lajt forty-eight hours was 93 degrees in 
the shade. .This is the.record since 1898., 
when-on th<v tenth day; of July,, the mer- 
cury reached a maximum of 107 degrees'. 


The official forecast !for today indi- 


cates fair weather for southern Wiscon- 
sin,: showers in northern Wisconsin and 
Michigan and fresh west winds. There 
was little relief yesterday until about 0 
o'clock last evening .-when a 
welcome 


breeze came .up from the west, bringing 
with it threatening clouds, which soon 
passed away leaving a clear sky. 


RELIEF AT WATER'S EDGE. 


While the sufferinc was intense yes- 


terday no prostrations were reported. 
Early in. the day scores of people jour- 
neyed . to the cooler places, but there 
were many locations containing local 
people much warmer than Racine. Scores 
of people sought relief along the lake 
shore, in the parks, up the river and any 
supposed cool place that.could be found. 
Tho noj-th shore was literally- lined 
with' bathers, who found more pleasure 
and comfort dipping in the water than 
anything else. There was a tremendous 
large crowd up the river all day long, 
but the beat alonff.Root river was even 
more intense than in the heart of the 
city. Tho river banks from Cedar bend 
to the Rapids was dotted by many chil- 
dren who kept cool bathing in the 
stream. One man, a Hungarian was 
drowned near the Rapids.. 


. WENT AWAY TO SWELTER. ""' 


People who sought refuge In the woods 


on the outlying districts, kept 
coming 


home in all sorts of conveyances until 
late last' night. 
It is ' estimated that 


fully 10,000 people left the city in the 
morning; many of whom went in busses, 
electric cars alid trains to the' different 
resorts in the 
county, 
Eagle lake 


and Brown's lake being the attraction 
for many. OthcTs went further -west and 
spent the day at Dcla'van lake, Lake Ge- 
neva' and Lhuderdalo lakes. The heat in- 
land was even more intense than on the 
shores of Lake Michigan and not a per- 
son coming in last night to sleep acain 
near the breezes o* old Lake Michigan 
had the slightest reluctance in bidding 
farewell to the interior resorts. They 
oli said, "Give us Lake Michigan and 
Racine for a hot weather resort; we ask 
nothing better." 


Tho soda water fountains and tho ice- 


cream men did a flourishing business. It 
is estimated that over 300 gallons of 
ice cream were disposed of during the 
day and evening. In some places the 
supply was exhausted early in the even- 
ing. 


GREAT DAY FOR EEES. 


'The people kept good natured and be 


haved well. The.police, who usually are 
kept busy looking after the intoxicated, 
report but little disorder. While there 
wore many barrels of beer consumed and 
other intoxicating beverages, tho effects 
were not of hilarious nature. The brew- 
eries and the saloon men state that yes- 
terday wn» equally as profitable as 
Fourth of July, which is always consid- 
ered by them to be the best harvest day 
in the year. All day long beer wagons 
kept going up ojid dc.vn the'streets and 
even in the country it was not uncom- 
mon to notice the name of some brewery 
affixed to a wagon 'hurrying along with 
a- fresh supply. 


NO RELIEF TODAY. 


Today was ushered in by about tho 


same atmospheric conditions as yester- 
day. The sun did not seem to shed forth 
its rays as vigorously as on yesterday, 
but, tho, mercury had started . on -what 
bid fair to be nearly a record breaking 
climb early.in the morning and had 
reached 00 at 9:30 o'clock. 


Workmen in the foundries 
suffered 


greatly. In some of the iron industries 
the men were compelled to leave their 
posts and seek cooler places.

The loss in Nebraska will be 
heavy, perhaps 30 per cent Is a fair esti- 
mate. Northern Missouri and portions 
of Iowa will show almost a total loss. 
Rust, bugs, and blight are doing some 
damage .in Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio. 
But in all these states the damage has 
been carefully estimated and discounted- 
in making up the probable supply. 


ALL HINGES ON NORTHWEST; 


Everything now hinges upon the north- 


west and a few days will decide it. 
Wheat is now in the.milk stage, and im- 
mense damage could bo done in a day of 
hot winds or a night of frost. 


The situation is most intense. Not 


alone is the United States lying awake 
nights, but Europe and Argentina are 
showing anxiety. Special agents have 
arrived in this city on their way to the 
northwest to personally inspect condi- 
tions. Three weeks ago shipments from 
this country practically ceased? Foreign 
consumers, who take an average of 3,- 
000,000 bushels a week of American 
wheat, found nothing in the market. 
Their buyers ore now arriving here to 
aee about this state of affairs.

;he remains and empaneled a jury to 
hold an inquest.

Jamos Stratton, n Winer, Narrates Eipe- 


riencfi There and In Fornlarn Countricfc

his name was James Sttatton, and nar- 
rated a tale of hardship which would 
have melted the heart of a stone dog. 
Stratton, known in the 
diggings 
as 


'•Honest Jim," has nearly nlways lived 
in Coloriulo. He is about 43 years of 
age, and is a giant in. stature, with an 
honest eye, and good features. 
He pos- 


seFBes considerable refinement, and has 
traveled all over the world. 
At 
the 


time of the outbreak of the Boer war he 
wns employed in tho Kimberley mines of. 
Cecil Rhodes. 
He enlisted, and served 


throughout the war, spending much of 
•the time in Lord Kitohiner's corps. He. 
was wounded several times during tho. 
war, and nearly died from fever, but his 
iron constitution and giant frame pulled 
him through alive. 


In his youth. Honest Jim had a varie- 


ty of experiences. He grew up in the 
•wilds of Colorado, and when only a boy 
helped his father carry the United States 
mails from Boulder to Colorado Springs. 
Later he guided a surveying party which 
was breaking the way through tho wil- 
derness, for what afterwards became the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad. His 
father was a prospector, in addition to 
being mail carrier, and from him James 
inherited a taste for a miner's life. He 
prospected mile after mile of tho moun- 
tains, with indifferent success, until he 
finally settled down to work for the 
large mine owners of the west Being 
of a roving disposition, ho drifted to 
Australia, and afterwards to South Afri- 
ca. He has visited nearly'every'country 
in tho -world, arid has a fund of interest- 
ing anecdotes of his travels. 


At the time of the outbreak of the 


miners strike he was put into the bull 
pen with about 300 other minors, and 
kept for two weeks on a diet of bread 
and water. At the end of that time, he 
was loaded onto a train with 
ninety 


other union men, nnd run to a point on 
the desert near Carew, Kansas.

the party was unloaded, with orders to 
keep out of Colorado in the 
future. 


From Kansas Stratton has worked his 
way as far as Racine. He is bound for 
the copper country of the northern pe- 
ninsula of Michigan, -where ho expects 
to find work.

How Radium May bo Found.—The 


United States government is taking 
stops looking toward developing the ra- 
dium-producing resources of the coun- 
try. 
The chief of the geological survey 


announces that he would like specimens 
of radio-active minerals, and for tha 
guidance of those persons who belfovo 
that they possess such specimens it says 
that the simplest means of. detecting 
radio-activity in a suspected substance 
is by the use of a photographic plate— 
the more sensitive tho better. The plate 
should not be removed from its inclos- 
ing black paper. The specimen to be 
tested should bo laid upon this blade 
paper in a dark room and left there-front 
two to fifteen hours, a small metal ob- 
ject having first been plhced between 
the 
specimen and the black paper on 


the plate. 


Instead of the metal object a few. 


small nails may be arranged so as to 
form the initial of the owner and left 
on the paper-covered plato below the 
specimen. After thus remaining in ta« 
dark room the plate should be develop- 
ed in the usual manner. If the «p«ci- 
men tested has radio-activa powers a' 
photograph of tho metal object or of 
ihe nail-formed initial will be produced- 
on the plato exactly as if tho plate bad1 


been exposed to tho sun's rays, Tho 
test should be made, if pomiblo,-witb: 
from half a pound to a pound of the .ma- 
terial.

It may be hum- 
croua to an American accustomed to see 
aws disregarded, ignored,

mposed by a state or municipality upon 
creations of the law, observed or not ob- 
served just as so minded and no ob- 
ections raised, but across tho line and 
icross the sea, officials take laws ser- 
ouply and not humorously. 


There is graft financial and graft po- 


itical in this country, graft that docs 
-lot exist with our neighbors. 
When 


graft financial is exposed it is not r.cces- 
HU-ily the offenders that worry, it is the 
people who do that because they realize 
so well the many chances against convic- 
Jon when the testimony shows guilt. 
What stands mostly in the way? The 
technicality. Mnny offenders, not only 
grafters but criminals of another vari- 
ety, escape because of merely a techni- 
cality while the evidence is mountains 
liigh of convincing guilt. Graft political 
occupies a somewhat 
different 
plane, 


but it is as hard to get at, and is as 
hard a foe to the proper enforcement of 
the laws. 


Graft political is seen in many places, 


and it is not always existent only in a 
municipality either. It is. seen upon 
higher pianos, but it is just the same old 
graft. 
It consists of utilizing the em- 


ployes of a state with the object of 
pushing the political, interests of an ex- 
ecutive, of utilizing forces of a state 
government often in establishing so call- 
ed slush funds by assessing state offi- 
cers and employes, of playing upon al- 
leged reform strings and attempting to 
enforce so-called reforms which if es- 
tablished would tend more to perpetuat- 
ing machine rule than such might to 
abolish it. 


Tho • twin grafts exist and will con

oy Greeavale..

At the head of 'this, ever no-many 
roars ago, an' enterprising- pioneer 
named Asa Curtis, built a sawmllU 
aklne his power through:-a flume put 
of the ready-at-haad falls of the M!z*T. 
and floating his logs .down that stream 
at 
apring-freehet time. 
Gradually 


other*'joined him. until a half-dozen 
houstt were grouped, near the Junction 
of O* three, streams, and the spot be- 
came known as The Forks.. Then 
others came, clearing up the fertile 
valley below' and erecting houses. A 
grist-mill and 
dam were built -Just 


above the mouth of Fall Brook, and 
following these natural adjuncts of 
civilization came a small log.school- 
house, and later a little church in the 
valley below. A semi-weekly stage 
line was established to a larger vil- 
lage 20 miles further down the Mizzy, 
and where it joined a river, which 
service was finally increased to & daily 
one. A tavern with a capacious open 
fireplace in its office 
and bar-room 


combinod, was built; 
on«. two, and 


finally three stores were started, and 
in place of "The Forks," the village 
name was changed to Greenvale. 


In the meantime the Revolution had 


been fought, the village cemetery had 
grown to ample proportions, Asa Cur- 
tis had passed on, his son Jotham, in- 
heriting the saw and grist mill, had 
become old, and as gray as the flour 
that dally settled upon' him, -until he, 
too was laid away in the quiet part of 
the village, willing the two mills, his 
lands, and ever so. many acres of for- 
est, together with the capacious house 
he had built at the head of the valley, 
to his two sons, David and Amzl, with 
the queerest kind of a provision.

left the paternal abode. By this time; 
a feud, had started between the two' 
brothers, so bitter that they were not 
on speaking terms.

Birl_was born to Amzl. A froshet. 
destroyed the dam above his mill,' and. 
David refused 
to rebuild it, though 


begged to do so by the neighbors, who, 
knew the situation. Amzl got into 
debt and discouraged, and 
then to 


crown troubles, his wife sickened and 
died. He grew\ more morose , and 
despondent, was often absent 1» the' 
woods all day, until one June morning 
the little girl, Angeline, woke up to 
find herself alone in the house.

cussed. An annual town-meeting was 
held, where she momentous questions 
of who should' be ...first selectman, su- 
pervisor of road making, pound-keep- 
er, hog-reeve, .field-drivers, and school 
committee men1, were-settled; and more 
than all this In Importance, a railroad 
had crepi up to. within 20 miles of 
Qreenvale, wtth promise of extension 
to It in the near future. 
'All this IB but a series of marginal 
notes showing Qreenvale's evolution 
from The Forks, and when Dr. Sol de- 
serted his patients for the first time 
since he began practice, and went away 
for an outing..with Martin Frisbie, an 
old schoolmate, the village was as 
prosperous as one so far from a rail- 
road could be.

KINGSBRIDGE, Devonshire, July 18. 


— The inquest today on the body of F. 
Kent Loomis, which was found Saturday 
morning at Warren Point about 15 miles 
from Plymouth, threw the picturesque 
little Devonshire village of Thurlstone, 
on the shores of Big Bury bay into a 
state- of unwonted .excitement. The 
court, over which the county coroner, 
Dr. Sidney Hacker presided, was some- 
what late in assembling, in. consequence 
of the delay in carrying out the official 
examination of remains. This was con- 
ducted by two local doctors, whose testi- 
mony jwas to the effect that there was a 
contused wound below and behind the 
right car, indicated by the extravaeta- 
tion of the blood of the scalp »nd a.' rup- 
ture of the covering of the brain. There 
was also a general bruise7 involving the 
scalp and the integument of the brain 
on the left side above, the ear. Both in- 
juries, in the doctor's opinion, were caus- 
ed before death.

Mr. Uhlir forced the back door and 


found Dostal laying on the floor, blood 
on the floor and revolver between the 
legs. He called witnesses and then no- 
tified the police office and then the cor- 
oner.

DEPORTED FROM COLORADO 


James Stratton, » Miner. Narrates Expe- 


rience There and la Forelffn Countries. 
Racine was visited today by one of the 


deported miners from Colorado. He said 
his name was James St.tatton, and nar- 
rated a tale of hardship which would 
have melted the heart of a stone dog. 
Stratton, known in the 
diggings 
as 


"Honest Jim," has nearly always lived 
in Colorado. He is about 45 years of 
age, and is a giant in stature, with an 
honest eye, and godd features. He pos- 
sesses considerable refinement, and has 
traveled all over the world. 
At 
the 


time of the outbreak of the Boer war he 
wn.s employed in the Kimberley mines of. 
Cecil Khodes. He enlisted, and served 
throughout the war, spending much .of 
the time in Lord Kitchiner's corps. He; 
was wounded several times during the, 
war, and nearly died from fever, but his 
iron constitution and giant frame pulled 
him through alive. 


In his youth, Honest Jim had a varie- 


ty of experiences. He grew up in the 
wilds of Colorado, and when only a boy 
helped his father carry the United States 
mails from Bonlder to Colorado Springs. 
Later he guided a surveying party which 
was breaking the way through the wil- 
derness, for what afterwards became the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad. His 
father was a prospector, in addition to 
beirip mail carrier, and from him James 
inherited: a, taste for a miner's life.' He 
prospected mile after mile of the moun- 
tains, with indifferent success, until he 
finally settled down to work for the 
large mine owners of the west. Being 
of a roving disposition, he drifted to 
Australia, and afterwards to South Afri- 
ca. He has visited nearly'every country 
in the world, and has a fund of Interest- 
ing anecdotes of his travels. 


At the time of the outbreak of the 


miners strike he was put into the bull 
pen with about 300 other miners, and 
kept for two weeks on a diet of bread 
and water. At the end of that time, he 
was loaded onto a train with ninety 
other union men, nnd run to a.point on 
the desert near Carew, Kansas. 
Here 


the party was unloaded, with orders to 
keep out of Colorado in the future. 
From Kansas Stratton has worked his 
way as far as Racine. He is bound for 
the copper country of the northern pe- 
ninsula of Micliigan, where he expects 
to find work.

How Radium May be Found.—Th* 


United States government 
is 


steps looking toward developing the 
dium-producing resources oi the coun- 
try. The chief of the geological survey 
announces that, he would like specimen* 
of radio-active minerals, and for the 
guidance of those persons who believe 
that they possess such specimens it »my« 
that the simplest means of detecting 
radio-activity in a suspected substance 
is by the use of a photographic plate— 
the more sensitive the better. The plate 
should not be removed from its inclos- 
ing black paper. The specimen to . be 
tested should be laid upon this blade 
paper in a dark room and left th«r» front 
two to fifteen hours, a small metal ob- 
ject having first been placed between 
the 
specimen and the black paper OB 


the plate. 


Instead of the metal object a tew: 


small nails may be arranged so a* to 
form the initial of the owner and left 
on the paper-covered plate below tb* 
specimen. After thus remaining in the 
dark room the plate should be develop- 
ed in the usual manner. If the speci- 
men tested has radio-active power* •> 
photograph of the metal object or of 
4Jie nail-formed initial will be produced 
on the plats exactly as if the plate had 
been exposed to the sun's rays. The 
test should be made, If possible, - witSi 
from half a pound to a pound oi the ma- 
terial.

Judge Parker that he regards the gold 
standard as irrevocably fixed (unless 
changed by congress) may be accepted; 
but any claim that his party platform 
regards it as so fixed is not shown. The 
convention would have shown more 
courage in taking the judge at his word, 
and having nominated him on a platform 
of silence because it could not possibly 
have nominated him in another way, 
when the cat was duly let out of the 
bag, to have then by resolution inserted 
a gold standard plank. It did not, and 
no claims can sustain the 
contention 


that the reply ol the convention to the 
telegram of the candidate can waive this 
essential and be rnganjed as a platform 
upholding, its candidate. 


It is charged and the charge sustained 


by Bryan himself that the program was 
shrewdly arranged to head off Bryan, 
who from hour to hour was gathering 
more strength and bringing the dele- 
gates under the witchery of his magnet- 
ism or hypnotic powers either way.

DIVORCE; MA.DE EASY. 


Divorce statistics fully, prove the state- 


ment that with every decade the mar- 
riage institution in this Republic is be- 
coming more and more demoralized. To- 
wards the end of the civil war it was 
thought the condition was alarming and 
an Indiana divorce became a by-word, 
but if the ration of divorce to marriage 
•was then averaging about one to twenty- 
fivc, what can be said now when the 
average of divorce to marriage has dwin- 
dled down to as low as one to 5.7 in In- 
diana, one to eight in Ohio, one to elev- 
en in Michigan? 


The percentage is not decreasing. It 


is increasing except in certain states 
where the securing of a divorce has been 
made more difficult through changes in 
the statutes. Says the Record-Herald of 
Chicago; As an instance of the growth 


of divorce*, one of the speakers cited the 
'example ot Ohio, where one divorce in 
every twenty-five marriages was the 
ratio in 1870 and one divorce in eight 
marriages the ratio in 1002. Other states 
might have been cited, however, as il- 
lustrative of the tendency to seek relief 
from marital responsibilities and incom- 
patibilities in the courts. In 1807 Indi- 
ana 'had 1,096 divorces, the largest num- 
ber for that year in any state. In 1900 
^he number had increased to 4,698, or 
one to every 5.7 marriages of the year. 
'-Michigan divorces increased front 449 in 
1867 to 1,339 in 1886 and 2,418 in 1900. 
The ratio in that state is now one di- 
vorce 
to eleven marriages. 
Illinois 


'granted 1,071 divorces in 1867 and 2,606 
in'1886. Connecticut nnd Veriuont ap- 
pear to be the only states in which the 
divorce evi! has been checked. The for- 
mer state had fewer divorces in 1000 
than in 1867. Changes in the statutes 
and in the administration of the various 
county 
courts largly account for im- 


proved conditions in these states. 


In the United States during the twen- 


ty years from 1887 to 1886 there' were 
328,710. divorces granted, representing an 
increase of 157 per cent, while the popu- 
lation increased little more than 60' per 
cent. In contrast tc thia picture it is in- 
teresting to contemplate the 
divorce 


statistics of Canada. In the latter coun- 
try sixty-nine divorces were granted in 
the thirty-four years between 1S67 and 
1901." 


The above was elicited through the 


•talk on the subject of divorce in the 
Mothers' congress. But there is even a 
far greater evil prominent in the land 
that if not terminated promises in time 
to demoralize considerable part of the 
Republic. This is the foul institution of 
plural marriages in the state of Utah 
and as shown in the testimony i before 
the United States senate in the Smoot 
investigation case, is practiced in Utah 
in violation of the law of the land and 
the expressed, agreement made when, 
•congress admitted that territory ,as a 
state. 


GOOD CITIZENSHIP. 


One,of the noticeable points of differ- 


ence between Canadian laws, ,TJnite,d 
States laws, and English ;law"»| and laws: 
of this country, is that noticed; invariab-'i 
ly by all Americans visiting either coun! 
try.-!ihe essential difference is not in 
the character of the laws for life in ei- 
ther Canada or England is just as free 
as in this country, but the great differ- 
ence lies in .the one thing, when laws 
are enacted in England or its dependen- 
cies they are enforced. It may be hum- 
eroua to an American accustomed to see 
laws disregarded, ignored, 
regulations 


imposed by a state or municipality upon 
creations of the law, observed or not ob- 
served just as so minded and no ob- 
jections raised, but across the line and 
across the sea, officials take laws ser- 
iously and not humorously. 


There is graft financial ,and graft po- 


litical in this country, graft that does 
not exist with our neighbors. 
When 


graft financial is exposed it is not ueees- 
sarily the offenders that worry, it is the 
people who do that because they realize 
so well the many chances against convic- 
tion when the testimony shows guilt. 
What stands mostly in the way? The 
technicality. Many offenders, not only 
grafters but criminals of another vari- 
ety,, escape because of merely a techni- 
cality while the evidence is mountains 
high of convincing guilt. Graft political 
occupies a somewhat different 
plane, 


but it is as hard to get. at, and is as. 
hard a foe to the proper enforcement of 
the laws. 
' .' 
• 


Graft political is seen in many places, 


and it is not always existent only in a 
immicipality either. It is. seen upon 
higher planes, but it is just the same old. 
graft. It consists of utilizing the emr 
ployes of a state with the object of 
pushing the political interests of an ex- 
ecutive, of utilizing forces of a state 
government often in establishing so call- 
ed slush funds by assessing state offi- 
cers and-employes, of playing upon al- 
leged reform strings and attempting to 
enforce so-called reforms which if es- 
tablished would tend more to perpetuat- 
ing machine rule than such might to 
abolish it.

left arm recover-some of its usefulness, 
as it is the left hand used to conveying 
the telephone instrument to the left ear. 
Thqn unconsciously too(' the left leg is 
inclined on a little heavier, so that in 
time the average American may be tele- 
phonically left sided more or less.

• T]ie decision of Judge Holden in the 
Superior court of Chicago that the muni- 
cipality and its officials were not liable 
in any manner for damages growing out 
of the Iroquois theater holocaust releas- 
ed the city from damage and loss claims 
amounting to about $8,000,000.

understood this applies equally to all 
minor officials or employes and since the 
courts have held in connection with suits 
commenced that the responsible''parties 
connected with the production of Mr. 
Bluebeard cannot be held unless person- 
ally served in Illinois, and other courts 
have held.that directors of a corpora- 
tion cannot be held for loss arising from 
negligence of employes, as in traction 
accidents, there can'be no redress for 
the hundreds of sufferers nor for those 
>*h.o lost relatives and: members of their 
ffttjiify by the fire. The report of the 
•coijoner's jury and the grand jury report 
in (which certain persons were' censured,' 
like most similar reports are being dis- 
sipated into a condition of inocuous dcs- 
sitjide; meanwhile the new fire ordinance 
regarding public buildings and places of 
entertainments and hotels, passed shortly, 
after,.the awful disaster, is now by the 
sheer force of this same outraged public 
sentiment which insured the council in 
enacting the, ordinance, being torn to 
pieces, and tho stringent provisions by 
which the public safety was reasonably 
assured, discarded in a large measure. 


TO DRIVE OUT COS1PETITORS. 
The announcement is made of a great 


telephone trust in the central western 
states for the express purpose of driving 
out of business every competing com- 
pany that is opposing the Bell Telephone 
company. It is stated- that $20,000,000 
is .the sum set aside with .more if nccea^ 
sary to be expended- in bringing down 
the independent companies who have 
dared to enter into this business against 
the consent of the Bell Telephone trnstr 
Think of it, the fact that American citi- 
zens daring to go into business to com- 
pete with organized monopoly and= or- 
ganized trusts, are to be fought to the 
point of exclusion. As a matter of pub- 
lic policy there can.hardly be any doubt 
of the power of municipalities to pro- 
ceed to annul the franchise of every cor- 
poration who would interfere by such 
methods with th» fairness and freedom 
of business and trade. There is alto- 
gether too much of this business in the 
country and has been for years. 


'Public franchises arc given for no such 


purpose and where ^improperly used, as 
is charged this Bell monopoly propose, 
and as they have already in the past and 
as have other great monopolies made 
possible by unfair methods, it seems law- 
ful and expedient for the people who 
conferred to take away on, the 
safe 


ground of self preservation and that the 
franchise should not be used to club 
themselves.
